AGRICULTURAL 


Ohickcu coops shouU be kupt ilry and 


wholesome. li is not nocessary lo clotw 
them often if they aro kept well littered 
with dry earth, eshes or dry sawdust. Give 
tbe fowls liberty to roam at largo, it' possi- 
ble; if not, supply them with 
i animal food 


in some shape, also liiue, ground botio nud 
green vegetables, A box containing pulver- 
ized charcoal should always be within reaoli 
of the fowls, as it is a great preventive of 
disease. Fowls will always drink it when- 
ever it is convenient, nnd I hnve never seen 
nuy ill effects from it. 


Your supply cf egfjs will depend very 


much on the 'quantity nnd quality of food 
furnished. 
Novor over-feed. 
Moro fowls 


are ruined by being over-fed than by being 
fed too spariugl}*. I havo often heard peo- 
ple complain nfter this style:—:tily hens do 
not lay worth n cent, and they havo all the 
corn they can eat." 
Souio fowls that havo 


£ large range, and $™wiw jmiohj «iiy lay 
well if they aro stuffed tlay after day with 
corn; but it 13 very poov policy and oconomy 
to feed in that way. Give fowls light food 
and not all they can cat. A variety of hard 
food(c9rn, barley, wheat, buckwheat, Ac.,) 
given onco a day sparingly is necessary, 
but tho principal supply should be soft 
food, thoroughly scalded. Corn anil oats 
ground together, such as is commonly used 
for horse feed, and wheat 
bran 
(tho 


coarsest), mixed in equal portions by meas- 
ure, well scalded, is tho best and most 
economical food that can lie used. 
Give 


thia in the morning, nnd grain sparingly at 
night. 
Never feed old fowls oftener than 


twice a day, nnd, if they have fields to 
roam over, feed no more than half what 
they would naturally cat. 
Occasionally 


give them n little ground mustard, ginger or 
pepper in their food, but do not always bo 
doctoring them. 
Follow 
these 
rules, 


and 
if 
your 
fowls 
do 
not 
lay, 


you may 
reasonably expect they never 


will. The food recommended above is also 
suitable for young chicks, young ducks and 
old ducks, and in short, all kinds of poultry. 
Fever feed raw mush ; do not, confine your 
young chicks to a steady diet of raw meal 
and cold water. On n farm, where they 
have unlimited range, they may do well; bxit 
cracked corn is far better, and should be 
alternated with tho soft food. Boiled eggs 
for young chicks can be dispensed with ; 
they aro too expensive, and the scalded food 
answers every purpose. Keinember that 
much depends on tho proper manner of 
feeding.
